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Flood alerts 
in place as 
2012 set for 
wet record 

FLOOD warnings stayed 
in place for England and 
Wales over the weekend 
as the short break from 
heavy rain is expected to 
give way to another 
band of wet weather. 

Days of torrential 
rain hit many parts of 
Britain throughout 
December as many still 
count the cost of severe 
flooding. 

Hundreds of alerts 
have been issued by 
the Environment 
Agency this month, as 
several days' worth of 
rain has fallen in just a 
few hours in places, 
contributing to a year 
of bad weather which 
has left the UK close to 
its wettest since records 
began in 1910. 

But while Saturday 
was largely dry for 
many, forecasters have 
predicted the break is 
only temporary. 

Heavy rain is expected 
to return today ana into 
Monday morning, falling 
on already-saturated 
ground. 

The South West, 
South East and 
Midlands are most 
likely to be affected, as 
well as large chunks of 
Wales, the Environment 
Agency said. 

Forecasters reckon 
2012 could become the 
wettest on record in the 
UK after predicting a 
wet and windy end to 
the year.

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DAVID Cameron has

evidence to prove it. 

“The deficit is forecast to 
be a quarter smaller at the 
New Year than it was when 
the Government came to office, 
there are almost half a million 
more people in work and 
more than 1,000 new 
academy schools have opened. ” 

And he hailed moves to take 
millions of low-paid workers 
out of income tax, freeze council 
tax bills and deliver the 


largest-ever increase in the 
state pension. 

Cameron added: “Britain 
is in a global race to succeed. 
It is a race with China, India 
and Indonesia; a race for the 
jobs and opportunities of the 
future. 

“So when people say we 
can slow down on cutting our 
debts, we are saying no. We 
can’t win with a great millstone 
of debt round our necks.” 


Ex-Times editor Rees-Mogg dies Four dead after Russian jet crash 


FORMER Times Editor 
William Rees-Mogg has 
died at the age of 84. 

His son, the Tory MP 
Jacob Rees-Mogg, said 
the peer only recently 
found out that he had 
inoperable oesophageal 
cancer. 

Lord Rees-Mogg, who 
edited the paper from 
1967 to 1981, was also 
a former vice chairman 
of the BBC and chairman 
of the Arts Council. 

He was influential in 


Conservative Party 
circles, particularly 
during the Thatcher 
and Major governments. 

He received a life 
peerage in 1988 and 
sat as a cross-bencher, 
although he had twice 
in the 1950s stood for 
Parliament as a Tory. 

Jacob Rees-Mogg told 
The Times : “He died 
very peacefully and a 
member of his family 
was with him. He was 
very prepared for it.”

TRIBUTES have 
poured in for former 
England captain Tony 
Greig.. who died on 
Saturday at the 
age of 66. 

South African-born 
Greig passed away 
at his home in Sydney 
after suffering a heart 
, attack. He had been 
fighting lung cancer 
for more than 
two months. 
Credited with 
revolutionising 
the game, he 
replaced Mike 
Denness as 
England skipper 
in 1975 before 
defecting to be one 
of the spearheads 
of Kerry Packer’s 
World Series Cricket. 

He later went on to 
become a much-loved 
commentator in 
Australia. 

Giant 

ECB chief executive 
David Collier said: 
“Tony Greig was an 
extremely talented 
all-round cricketer 
and captain. 

“He was a giant of 
a man who played a 
major role in the 
changing face of cricket 
during the 1970s. 

“He will be fondly 
remembered for his 
informed commentaries, 
his embracing of 
innovation to enhance 
the game, including 
day and night cricket, 
as well as his 
performances on the 
field of play. 

“He will be much 
missed in cricketing 
circles, both in this 
country and around 
the world.” 

Nasser Hussain, who 
captained England 
between 1999 and 
2003, hailed Greig for 
ushering in a new era 
of “dramatic” cricket 
with his decision to join 
Packer’s revolution. 

Dramatic 

Hussain said: “It was 
huge. Cricket was an 
amateur game before. 

“But because of 
Tony and Kerry Packer, 
suddenly the world 
realised that they had 
to start paying their 
cricketers. 

“One-day cricket 
became much more 
dramatic with the 
coloured clothing and 
the white balls and 
another form of 
cricket was invented. 

“The establishment 
had to follow as 
interest in the game 
grew because of what 
he achieved. He was 
the sort of guy who 
didn’t take a backward 
step against anybody.”
